Three of the automobiles, ingluding 
his two imported racers, and the 


age of Asa G. Candler, Jr., in the rear' 


of his residence, 220 Buclid avenue, 


were destroyed by fire last night at 9| 


o'clock, which originated from the ex- 
plosion of a gasoline blow-pipe. Mgr. 
Candler was in the garage at the time 
of the explosion, and narrowly escaped 
death, being forced to jump over the 
flaming oar and to break down the 
door to make an exit from the burn- 
ing building. The loss is fully $20,000. 

Mr. Candler states that he was in 
the garage working on the gasoline 
pipe of his Renault racer. This pipe 
leads from the gasoline tank to the 
carburetor, and had become stopped 
up. Mr. Candler had cut through this 
pipe and was soldering it back to- 
gether, using a small gasoline biow- 
pipe for the purpose. 

Vaulted Flaming Car. 

In some way the gasoline 
blow-pipe exploded, and spread to the 
gasoline tank of the Renault, which 
also exploded. In a moment the cor- 
ridor was filled with flame. Mr. Can- 
dier vaulted the rear end of the burn- 
ing oar, and rushed to the door, which 
he found had been closed by the spring. 
He was forced to break it down before 
he escaped. | 

An alarm was turned in, but the 
double explosion |so spread the flames 
that it was impossible to check them, 
and attention was turned to surround- 
ing buildings. The fire was successful- 
ly gotten under control. ; 

The machines destroyed included two 
of the most famous in the south, and 
were well known throughout the motor 
world of the United States. They were 
the pride of the oollection of Mr. Can- 
dier, who is a foremost southern mo- 
torist.

Bill for That 
Passed. by House. 


Purpose 


Washington, February 7.—After « 
ten’ years’ struggle, the house today 
passed a bill providing for the purchase 
and construction of American embas- 
Sies, legations and consular buildings 
abroad. The measure was put through 
under a suspension of the rules by a 
standing vote of 141 to 39, the an- 
nouncement of the result by the speak- 
er being greeted with applause. 

Senate Expected to Ratify. 

The senate, which on several oc- 
casions in the past has adopted similar 
bills, is expected to ratify today’s ac- 
tion of the house. 

Representative Lowden, of Illinois, 
author of the bill, led the fight for it, 
seconded by Representative Longworth, 
of Ohio. The opposition to the measure 
came from the democratic side, Repre- 
sentatives Cullop of Indiana and Un- 
derwood of Alabama making the prin- 
cipal speeches. Mr. Lowden declared 
that every secretary of state from Ol- 
ney down had urged the adoption of 
such legislation. 

Mr. Longworth declared that there 
were only two ways of broadening the 
scope of the American diplomatic 
corps and taking it out of the realm of 
the millionaire. One was to increase 
the salaries so as to enable a compara- 
tively poor man to live on a scale 
with his colleagues, and the other was 
to provide nim with a suitable house 
in which to live. 

Office-Holding Aristocracy. 

“Failure to do either one of these 
two things,” said Mr. Longworth, “has 
developed in this country an office- 
holding aristocracy which is utterly 
repugnant to a democratic form of gov- 
ernment—an aristocracy that depends, 
not upon birth, but upon the might of 
money.” 

Mr. Longworth appealed especially 
to the democrats to support the bill, 
claiming that it had been indorsed by 
William Jennings Bryan and. Samuel 
Gompers. 

“It is also strongly recommended by 
a republican of democratk tendencies 
—using that word in its broad sense— 
the president .of the United States,” 
Mr. Longworth continued. “With homes 
provided for our ambassadors and min- 
isters abroad we will be in a position 
to select for these offices men of learn- 
ing, training and patriotism and not 
be restricted to men fitted solely by 
their pocketbooks.” 

The bill limits the cost of buildings 
to $150,000.

NO COMPROMISE 
ON $979,000 FINE 


Greene and GaynorMust 
Pay All or None. 


Washington, February 7.—TIf the gov- 
ernment has evidence that any part of 
the money embezzled by John F. Gay- 
nor and Benjamin D. Greene, in com- 
plicity with Captain Oberlin M. Car- 
ter, in the Savannah harbor frauds, 
is secreted, there is no indication that 


the department of justice will show 
its hand to the ovrisoners applving 
for release from the Atlanta peniten- 
tiary. 

Gaynor and Greene have served their 
four-year sentence, but are being held 
for a $575,000 fine. Under the law 
they must remain in jail until the fine 
is paid, or take the pauper’s oath and 
swear that neither has more than $20 
above the sxemptions allowed by 
statute. A confinement of thirty days 
after the expiration of the sentence, 
however, must precede such a move. 

Both Gaynor and Greene today be- 
gan serving the thirty-day period. If 
thereafter they wish to take the pau- 
per’s oath, a hearing will be set be- 
fore a United States commissioner, at 
which the government will be repre- 
sented. If the attorney general has 
any trace of the money which dis- 
appeared after the embezzlement it 
will be shown then. 

Agents of the department’s detective 
bureau have been working on the case 
and Attorney General Wickersham has 
had conferences with District Attorney 
Mafion Erwin, of Georgia.

SUES MERCHANT 


For Connecting Him 
With Bank Robbery. 


Newnan, Ga., February 7.—(Special.) 
W. B. Harris, thé mayor of Franklin, 
regarding whom the report recently be- 
came current that he had been suspect- 
ed as being an accomplice in the rob- 
bery of the Bank of Heard County on 
the night of December 1, when over 
$7,000 of the bank's funds were taken, 
has just filed suit in the city court of 
that city against D. L. Edwards, a 
prominent merchant, for libel, and he 
asks for damages 
$10,000 on two counts. 

Mr. Harris has spent a great deal cf 
time during the past few weeks trying 
to get at the original source from 
which the reports regarding his alleged 
connection with the robbery emanat- 
ed, and it is claimed that he secured 
enough evidence against Edwards to 
cause him to brikg the sult. These ru- 
mors, which culminated in the damage 
case being brought, were first cir- 
culated by a negro , who had been 
caught selling whisky from the county 
jail at Franklin, and were to the effect 
that he had seen Mr. Harris and an- 
other man secure tols such as a safe- 
blower would use, and go to the bank 
building shortly before the explosion 
of nitro-glycerine was heard. 

This report became widely circulated, 
and Mr. Harris set out to find out if 
the negro had made the statement out 
of malice toward him or had been told 
to do so by some other person who bore 
a grudge against him. After continu- 
ing his investigations for some time, 
the suit was filed against Mr. Edwards. 
However, he is not charged with being 
the originator of the report, but re- 
peating it in such a manner as to lend 
the impression that it was true. He 
asks that he be granted $5,000 for the 
repeating of the slander, and an addi- 
tional $5,000 for injury to his reputa- 
tion and business standing, and the 
humiliation and shame caused him. Mr. 
Edwards will be represented by Colo- 
nel W. Cc.

REBELS BEGAN. FIRING

Women Followed Soldiers of 
Diaz to the Firing Line-Rebel 
Forces Are in Position Near 


Juarez, and General Orozco 
Says He Will Soon Attack 
the City. 


El Paso, Texas, February 7.—The 
first battle of Juarez between federal 
troops and insurrectionists was ex- 
hibited today. “Exhibited” ts the 
proper word, for no one was hurt on 
either side, and the “exhibition” was 
viewed by a thousand or more ¥1 
Pasoans) who lined the bank of the 
Rio Grande on the American side, about 
three miles west of El Paso. 

The exchange of missiles lasted 
about fifteen minutes, and about two 
hundred shots were fired. According 
to Pascual Orozco, the leader of the 
insurrectos, his men fired only fifty 
of these. He declared that the fed- 
erals got away so fast that they were 
out of range before more shots could 
be fired at them. 

Tonight the federals are behind the 
walls of the cathedral of Guadaloupe, 
of the barracks and of the bull ring at 
Juarez, across the river from here. 

Orozco remains in possession of the 
position which he occupieg at noon 
and held against the federal advance. 
He declared in an interview that he 
firmly intends to attack Juarez, but 
chat he awaited the arrival of Gen- 
eral Blanco with 350 men. 
for the latter at any moment. 

Only About 600 Rebels. 

Orozco's present foroee around Juarez 
numbers under 600 men, probably 660. 
Of these, 320 were with hiom in the 
skirmish this afternoon. The federal 
forces, by actual count, number 184, 
including 100 foot soldiers and 84 
mounted infantry. They took with 
them no atrillery, and Orozco has none. 

The insurrecto leader and his men 
spent last night at Rancho Flores, 
usually inhabited by a few horses and 
a heard of goats, which the rebels took. 

Orozeo quit the ranch during the 
forenoon and by moving through the 
deep arroyos, which scar the desert 
everywhere, reached a new position on 
the hills along the river avross from 
the El Paso Smelter. Here the corre- 
spondents, who had been on his trail 
since daybreak, discovered aim. 

He and six of his lNeutenants met 
the visitors half way up the. boulder- 
strewn mountainside He carried a 
rifle, like his men. He looked care- 
worn, but determined. 

He answered questions only after de- 
liberation and often evasively. He was 
of no mind to betray his plans. 

Get Busy, Troops Are Coming. 

His 320 men were scattered along 
the hills for three-quarters of a mile. 
Someone leaving El Paso in an auto- 
mobile cOincident with the departure 
of the federals from Juarez under Gen- 
eral Rabago gave them the rebel 
warning. Making a trumpet with his 
hands, the El Pasoan shouted, “Get 
busy, the troops are coming.’ 

The scout machine was quickly fol- 
lowed by scores of others, each with 
a load—many of the passengers being 
women. Others came on horseback, 
carriages and express wagons, on hay- 
racks and bic:xles, and Lundreds by 
the street car line which runs out te 
the smelter. 

Others on foot arrived breathless, 
after it was all over, except for an oc- 
casional ‘‘Viva Madero” echoing from 
the hills. 

At the alarm of the automobile, as 
the federals marched out, the whole 
mountain side awoke to life. At 200 
yards the revolutionists looked like 
insects making their way on all fours 
to avoid bullets, through the maze of 
cactus, soapweed, sage brush and 
builders. 

The “Battle” Begins, 

It was about 2 o’clock this morning 
when Colonel Rabago marched out the 
river road. The eastern wing of Oroz- 
co’s forces opened fire when the foot 
soldiers appeared on a crest about 600 
yards distant. The federals halted in a 
compact mass, but escaped injury be- 
cause the “thirty thirties” carried by 
the revolutionists are not effective at 
this distance. They returned the fire 
for fifteen minutes.

The 
mounted men of the federals did not 
come within range. 

The sightseers on the American side 
bear witness to the celerity of the 
retreat, for the federals were in full 
view for nearly a mile. | 

As soon as news of the impending 
fight reached Colonel Sharpe, com- 
manding the Twenty-third infantry, 
U. S. A. he detached reinforcements 
to the guard at the smelter to pre- 
vent possible violation of American 
neutrality. 

Rebel General Tired of Goat Meat. 

The skirmish had been over for-an 
hour when an insurrectionist, clutch- 
ing a 5-peso bill in his hand, crossed 
to the American side. He had been 
sent to buy a dinner for Orozco, who 
had a surfeit of goat meat.

Jaded Rebels Couldn't Follow. 

The jaded insurrectos were unable 
to follow.

This they 
turn over to the women, who forage 
the country, cook tortillas and buy 
corn and “jerked” beef, if available. 
More often than not, they have chil- 
dren with them. They are Officially 
recognized by the war dpartment, 
which. furnishes them passports on 
troop trains. Two of them were killed 
at Bauche. 

ft was a spectacie both ludicrous and 
pathetic today to see a dozen of them, 
mostly barefooted, running after the 
troops as they advanced toward the 
rebel camp. Their faces bore evidence 
of anxiety. as most of them are mar- 
ried to men in the ranks. There is no 
danger or privation they will not face. 
Residents of Mexico say, too, they are 
more cruel than their men folk, and 
say that usually it is they who strip 
the dead—a common practice.

Dix Expects Settlement.

Charles F. Murphy declined to dis- 
cuss the conference, nor would Mr. 
Sheehan comment on it. With five ab- 
sentees, he still lacked fourteen votes 
of the required number today. There 
has been no change in the vote since 
January 23. 


Conference Called by Leaders. 


The conference was called unexpect- 
edly by the democratic floor leaders 
soon after today’s futile ballot. 

Practically all of the insurgents 
previously had been called to the ex- 
ecutive chamber one at a time and 
asked by Governor Dix if they would 
favor a conference. They were all 
agreeable, providing was not made a 
Caucus. In that the governor 
was told they would leave the room. 

President Pro Tem. Wagner, of 
Senate, said:

Mr: Lorimer was stoutly defended 
against the charge of knowledge of 
any bribery that may have been prac- 
ticed, as he was against all plotting 
with Browne or others in connection 
with the senatorship. Mr. Fletcher 
could find no ground for criticism in 
the circumstances that the democratic 
leader, Browne, had insisted upon be- 
ing assured of Lorimer’s election as a 
condition of his support.

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TEA-TASTING TOURNEY

New York, February 7.—The annual 
six-day tea-tasting tournament under 
the auspices of the Uniteg States gov- 
ernment is on this week at the customs 
offices here. Experts on tea selected 
by Secretary of the ‘Treasury Mac- 
Veagh from all the big ports of the 
country are working seven hours a day 
to adopt a standard on which teas are 
to be admitted, rejected or destroyed. 

A great quantity of tea is destroyed 
by customs officers or admission re- 
fused on the findings of the experts 
that the teas are dangerous to health 
or unfit for use. Some of these re- 
jected teas are reshipped to England, 
where the test is not so critical as in 
this country. 

Al] the experts this year are wealthy 
dealers in tea. They draw $8 from the 
government, however, for each lot cf 
tea they inspect. This week they will 
go over 300 chests of tea and report 
their conclusions to a custom standard 
to the secretary of the treasury.

ToReduce Surplus| FICE OF DENTIST 


NOT PUBLIC PLACE 


Prohibition Law Not Vio- 
lated by Keeping Whis- 
ky, Rules Court. 


The operating rooms or the private 
Offices of a dentist are not to be con- 
sidered public places, and if whisky 
or other intoxicants should be founa 
there it does not constitute a viola- 
tion of the*section of the prohibition 
law with reference to the keeping of 
spirits in a public place. 

Such is the opinion of the court or 
appeals, as expressed in a decision 
handed down Tuesday morning in the 
case of Dr. C. H. Cantrell against the 
State. The case came up from the city 
court of Henry county. 

The evidence showeq that Dr. Can- 
trell had rented an operating roon: 
from another physician, and that this 
physician had, on two occasions, founa 
a bottle partly filled with whisky In 
the room. He turned the bottle over 
to the sheriff, and Dr. Cantrell was 
tried and convicted on the charge of 
violating the prohibition law. On a 
certiorari he carried the case to the 
Superior court, and the certioral was 
overruled. 

The case was apepaled with the re- 
sult that the appellate court holds 
that the certiorari should have been 
sustained, since there is a distinction 
between a place of business where the 
public is invited and a place where 
only each particular patient is treatea 
privately. The judgment of the lower 
court was, therefore, rey sed.

St. Paul, Minn., Sunday.—‘‘The pro- 
posed reciprocity agreement between 
Canada and the United States is a meas- 
ure of true statesmanship,” declared 
James J. Hill, noted railroad builder, 
today. “Intelligent citizens and public 
men approve it. It is mainly. opposed 
by the: demagogue. 

“There is no yalid objection to a 
much freer interchange of commodi- 
tiles between the two countries than 
that provided for by the new treaty. 
It does not affect the protective princi- 
ple at all, because protective dutiey are 
of no more value between the United 
States and Cangda than they would be 
between Minnesota and Wisconsin. The 


notion that the price of any farm prod-" 


uct of which we produce a surplus is 
affected by a duty on imports is a 
relic of economic ignorance too dense 
for this century. When we do not pro- 
duce a surplus but have to buy abroad, 
it will be to the advantage of the 
home consumer to buy as reasonably 
as possible. Canada is our nearest 
neighbor and our most advantageous 
market for either buying or selling. 

“The spirit that opposes reciprocity 
because there is in it some advantage 
for Canada would destroy all com- 
merce. Trade is built upon the princi- 
ple that both parties profit by a fair 
interchange of products. Reciprocity is 
the recognition and practical embodi- 
ment of that fundamental commercial 
axiom. Both countries gain. But, as. 
there are about ninety-three millions in 
the United States our measure of gain 
igs much greater. 

“Our trade with Canada is now near- 
ly $350,000,000 a year and growing rap- 
idly. She is our third best customer, 
and will probably soon take second 
place. The union of all parts of the 
British empire in a commercial feder- 
ation is only a question of time. When 
that shall have been concluded, under 


a system of preferential advantages 
insuring the English market to the 
colonial producer of raw materials and 
food products; andthe colonial market 
to the English manufacturer, it will 
Strike the United’ States a double blow. 
Our best customer—Great Britain—and 
our third best—-Canada—will trade less 
and less with us and more and more 
with each other, and it will then be 
permanently impossible to repair the 
error. Indeed, the fate of former at- 
tempts to obtain reciprocity, the rapid 
Zrowth of Canada in resources that 
Kive ‘dignity anil pride toanation and 
all the economic) conditions of the time 
indicate that shbuld the present meas- 
ure fail.no other can succeed for years 
to come. 

“There ought not to be one voice in 
the country against an eement 
worth more than armies afd navies, 
more in dollars and cents than the 
opening of new markets elsewhere, for 
which we are prepared to spend hun- 
dreds of millions. 

“The public must not be deceived by 
any pretences pf political hyprocrisy. 
Every public man either knows or does 
not Know the true value and obvious 
effect of this reciprocity agreement. If 
he does not know he is not fit for his 
Place, and such a confession would 
banish him from it. If he does know. 
and yet opposes, he is a demagogue 
prepared to sarrifice the most im- 
portant interests of his country, and 
then close the) greatest opportunity 
opened to it in years for the sake of 
some supposed private political advan. 
tage which he believes can be won by 
pandering to ignorant prejudice. 
Every such man should be sent to 
the rear in the future political Hfe of 
the United States as defective in efther 
brains or honesty.

Idea? 


Editor Cehstitution—The Saturday 
Evening Post gives an interview with 
Edison, the wizard, who has done so 
much for thé human race in the many 
uses that he has made of electricity 
in which hp attributes the present 
high cost of living to the excessive 
mining of gold, and in a way the fol- 
ly of the (gold standard was at- 
tacked. It |\was even intimated that 
Edison had progressed so far in the 
matter of otitaining gold cheaply from 
low-grade clays, as to cause him to 
halt- in his’ experiments for fear of 
causing demoralization in business, 
and most everything else, should his 
methods be made public, and in the 
article it was stated that there was 
a clay-bed extending for miles near 
Philadelphia, Pa., that at 30 cents to 
the ton, could be made to yteld more 
gold than the world now had in use. 

In the Article the gold standard was 
attacked and I was surprised to note 
that practically every argnment used 
were those brought out more than 30 
years ago, during the discussion of 
free silver and our monetary system, 
by alliance and populist speakers and 
editors.

“What is wanted in this country Is 
a master of clearing-house mechanism 
that can run slowly or run fast, and 
run by legal validated papers cover- 
ing real commodities, physical-want 
commodities, commodities mobile: and 
necessarily, it must have some founda- 
tion to erect the machine on. This will 
be gold until man’s intellect shall so 
improve that at some time in the dim 
future he will realize that gold does 
not represent in value the labor of 
producing it; that its production is a 
pure’ waste of labor; every effort to 
obtain it a positive loss of such labor 
that might better be employed in 
mining stones for a house; that it 
represents a delusion.”

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_ The Truth About the Street Car Hearing 


_ Before the Georgia Railroad Commission 
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£ & HE HEARING before the Georgia Railroad Commis- 

sion on the subject of-all-night cars and increased 
service has not been fairly presented to the public by 
The Atlanta Journal. 

The reporter of The Journal, supposed to be gath- 
ering news for the correct information of the public, 
acted as prosecutor and advocate before the commission. 
He examined and cross-examined witnesses, and intro- 
duced supposed evidence, consisting of cartoons, news 
articles and editorials from The Atlanta Journal. 

It is not strange that his report of the hearing, there- 
fore, should be colored and biased. - | 

Every day for a month preceding the hearing the 
afternoon papers urged everybody who had a complaint 
against this company to appear before the Commission 
and make it. They endeavored to create dissatisfaction 
and antagonism toward this company and to persuade 
people that they had complaints whether any real ground 
for them existed or not. . | 

After the order of the Commission was issued set- 
ting the case for a hearing, these papers did everything 
in their power to prejudge the case and influence the de- 
cision of the Commission in advance of the hearing. The 
Journal went to the extent of suggesting that unless all- 
night cars were ordered by the Commission the people 
would be heard from ‘‘at the ballot box.”’ 

In spite of all this campaigning, when the case came 
on for a hearing the largest crowd at any one time was 
8&6 persons, including members of the Commission, re- 
porters, photographers, stenographers, lawyers, repre- 
sentatives of the street car company, complainants, per- 
sons asking for extensions of lines and persons present 
out of mere curiosity. | 

The complainants against the service of this com- 
pany, as well as the advocates of all-night car service, 
did not amount to as many as twenty-five people out of 
a population of 180,000 served by the company. 

The only complainants were as follows: 

Three persons, stating that for one-half hour during

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rush hours the Inman Yard car on Marietta street was 
overcrowded; one person stating that for one hour and a 
half during rush hours in the afternoon the Washington 
street cars were crowded; one person stating that the 
West Peachtree service should be extended. 

The lines of this company were called out one after 
another and complaints invited. The calling of line after 
line met with no response. A delegation appeared com- 
plaining of the service on the College Park line, but this 
particular subject was set for a future hearing because 
it was not covered by the Commission’s order. 

The above covers the complaints against this com- 
pany’s service all over Atlanta and her suburbs. 

One citizen asked that the McLendon street tracks 
be. extended; two citizens asked that the Gordon street 
tracks be extended to Caseade avenue: one citizen asked 
that in due time the new P-A-Y-E ears be put on Walker 
street line; two citizens asked that the company hasten 
putting on the ten-minute schedule on the Piedmont ave- 
nue and Central avenue line; two citizens suggested that 
the various routes should be designated by a combina- 
tion of colored lights. 

On the subject of all-night cars the chairman of the 
city council special committee read a written argument. 

A representative of the Copenhill Improvement 
Club read a written arguinent. 

A gentleman in East Atlanta made an argument. 

The representative of the Real Estate Association 
made an argument. 

Mr. ©. F. Riddell, of Riddell Brothers, operating a 
machinery repair shop on West Mitchell street, stated 
that he needed all-night cars in his business because 
about five times a year his shop is operated after mid- 
night with from one to five emplovees. 

The Journal reporter introduced cartoons, editorials 
and news articles from the files of the paper extending 
over a period of about a month. | 

This was all the evidence or arguments submitted 
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in favor of all-night cars. Not a doctor, not a minister, 
not a nurse, not.a traveling man, not a workingman, not 
a shop-keeper, not a manufacturer, not a business man 
other than Mr. Riddell, appeared to say that all-night 
cars would serve any purpose in his business or pleasure. 

So little complaint was made, and so few people ap- 
peared there to complain or to advocate all-night cars, 
that after the first day’s session the Commission realized 
that the larger room of the appropriations committee 
was unnecessary and changed the location of the hear- 
ing to the regular small audience chamber of the Com- 
mission. 

It was manifest to every one that the campaign 
against this company had collapsed and was.a complete 
failure. 


This company considers the practical absence of 
complaint as the strongest indorsement a public service 
corporation could possibly have, and a vindication of 
the liberal policy it has always pursued both in the mat- 
ter of service and in the matter of fostering enterprise 
for the upbuilding of this community. 


As to editorials, 
duced before the Commission by The Atlanta Journal, 
the best answer is made by The Journal itself. These 
articles were published while the case was pending be- 
fore the Railroad Commission. The Railroad Commission 
is a quasi-judicial body, and the foundation of its exist- 
ence must rest in its acting in a judicial capacitv on 
cases in dispute, free from bias or prejudice, and un- 
swaved by newspaper clamor or political considerations. 
The Journal itself in commenting editorially on the 
judgment of the United States court sustaining its de- 
murrer to the indictment brought against it for con- 
spiracv to defraud the government stated that its mouth 
had been closed pending the hearing of that case be- 
cause to have commented on- the ease before the judg- 
ment would have appeared as ‘an attempf to influence the 
court, and in effect that: such conduct would be indecent.

New York, February 7.—The sale of 
the many manuscripts of Samuel Clem- 
ens (Mark Twain), at auction today, 
did not include, as had been advertised, 
a short article he had written criticis- 
ing Theodore Roosevelt. 

It had been included by mistake in 
the list to be sold, and was withdrawn 
at the last moment by request of the 
state, as was a stricture he had written 
on congress. It wa sexplained only that 
the estate desired to retain them. 

The 125-page autograph manuscript 
of “A double-barrelled detective story” 
was sold to a dealer for $790. Twenty- 
eight pages from “Adams Diary” went 
for $180. The total realized was $2,750. 

The withdrawn article on Roosevelt 
refers to him as a “showy charlatan,” 
adored as perhaps “no imposter of his 
creed had been adored since the golden 
calf.”

GRAIN AND PROVISIONS 
TAKE RAPID TUMBLE 


Approval by the Democrats 
of Canadian Reciprocity 
Given as Cause. 


Chicago, February 7.—Democratic 
caucus approval of reciprocity was a 
reason, according to some authorities, 
why all grain and provisions fell off 
in price here today. There was an 
unusually large trade in-wheat, but the 
market was weak almost from start to 
finish. Closing figures showed a net 
loss of % to 14%@1%. Corn and oats 
both finished % to %4*@% under last 
night. with provisions down 7%@10 
to 26. 

In wheat the constantly increasing 
volume of sales came chiefly from un- 
loading by longs. A number of wealthy 
operators let go' of considerable lines 
some at a heavy loss. There was also 
much putting out of snort wheat. Most 
of the day the Winnipeg market was 
relatively strong, presumably in conse- 
quence of the reciprocity situation, but 
weakened after signs of demoralization 
had become pronounced here. North- 
western exchanges, this side of the in- 
ternational border,- were on the down 
grade, despite the fact that receipts 
were only 40 per cent as large as a 
year ago. Poor trade in flour formed a 
bearish influence and so did lack ~-of 
demand for cash wheat here and else- 
where. As if to make matters worse 
from a Dull standpoint, the world’s 
available supply exhibited a huge in- 
crease. Feeling at the close was fair- 
ly steady, but latest figures were near- 
ly the lowest of the season. May fluc 
tuations ran from 94% to 95%, with 
last sales 1% to 1% off to 94144 @94%. 

Corn gave way with wheat. Esti- 
mated arrivals for tomorrow much 
larger than expected, 554 cars, part of 
them storm-delayed. Limits on price 
changes for the May option proved to 
be 49% @49% and 650%, with the close 
steady at 49144, a net loss of 4%. Cash 
corn was weak. No. 2 yellow finished 
at 47%. 

Because a large part of the short in- 
terest had been eliminated yesteypday, 
the oats market was left more subject 
to the weakness prevailing -in other 
grain. Sales today were scattered, but 
sufficient to make low prices. May 
ranged between 32%@32%. with the 
close % net lower at 324@32%. 
Provisions gave evidence of greater 
depression than for some time. The 
weakness of grain had considerable ef- 
fect and there were rather important 
liquidating sales on the part of re- 
cent bull leaders. In the end pork was 
‘i 25, lard off 7%.@10 to 10 and 
decline of 12% to 15.
